Memories of Sarawak of the olden. time are 
. very well in their way, but we'live in a practical 

and commercial age, and «we. want something 
more substantial, some osefal lesson or hints 
for,the present day. Can these past recollec- 
tions furnish us with such? Is there anything 
stated in them which links up with the present, 


believe there are some few, and, if we devote a 
few lines to them, it is only whut is expected of 
us, First, then, it was incidentally stated that 
Sarawak was rich in minerals, and that gems 
had -been found in: the western portion, In 
those days the Chinese were working ; for. gold

We cannot expect agricultural “farms” and 
colleges in Sarawak, but we cap and do expect 
some intelligent superior direction for the more 
‘Ygnorant tribes, To expecta native Dyak tribe 
to travel and live for months a huidred miles 
away aniong strangers to carry away agriculs’ 
tural knowledie, is absurd. The Government 
must.itssist here; and the Governinent ‘will 
find its reward) in’ the increased wealth 
and ‘prosperity of its sebjeéts, and its own 
increased wealth and prosperity, Besides, rice, 
tobacco, the most mignificent indigo, the like 
of which in size may not be seen-anywhere 
even in Bengal, and a variety of other valuable 
tropical produce, and also the best orimges on 
the higher rajyes, may be grown—and why 
are they not? Next, though we did not mens 
tion it in either of the previous papers, is the 
enormous fruit-produce of Sarawale nor did we 
mention that it ran to waste from a contmerciat 
sense; we inay here refer to iW Tt ik sa A 
sterner load of 20,000 durjans means $5,000 in 
Singapore in two days! % 

We'are drawing near the conclusion of our 
cremarks. We would tefer'ta the almost idylic 
happiness and innocency of the Dyak life as 
we saw it, We were not blind, and we 
lived with them and among them, Has any 
“advance” in, “civilisation during. the past 
forty-two years—even though, with Christian 
churches: in their midst—been made at the 
expense of this happiness and innocency? 
We would also refer to the -edsy, inex- 
pensive, and cficient mode of govern: 
ment, through’ the native chiefs, which 
was introduced by Sir James Brooke, It 
contented the tribes, and kept them always 
loyal and ready to meet any deinands on them 
yg Malay insurrections and repelling 
an objectslesson that 
ecbout by the Govern: 
ment of India ine n tracts included in the 
India Empire ; for ipstance, in the Shan States 
of Burmah and amoung the hill tribes of Central: 
cand South India, But the point here is nov 
whether the Govenment of India has, or has 
not, ‘copied the example ¢ but whether, during:
